S.0. 2417(E).—Whereas, the Central Government by notification of the 
Government of India in the erstwhile Ministry of Surface Transport (Roads Wing) 
number S.O. 78 (E), dated the 4 th February, 1999 issued under section 11 of the 
National Highways Authority of India Act, 1988 (68 of 1988), hereinafter referred 
to as said Act, entrusted the stretches from Km 0.00 - Km 145.352 (Krishnagiri - 
Ranipet section) of National Highway No. 46 in the State of Tamil Nadu to the 
National Highways Authority of India (hereinafter referred to as the Authority); 

And whereas, pursuant to the powers conferred by section 14 of the said 
Act, the Authority has entered into an agreement with M/s Larsen and Toubro 
(L&T) Krishnagiri - Walajahpet Tollway Private Limited, having its registered office 
at P. O. Box No. 979, Mount Poonamalee Road, Manapakkam, Chennai - 600089 
(hereinafter referred to as the Concessionaire) for the development, operation and 
maintenance of the existing four lane section from Km 0.000 to Km 148.300 
(Project chainage) (Krishnagiri - Walajahpet section) of the National Highway No. 
46 in the State of Tamil Nadu (hereinafter referred to as the said section) to six 
lane divided carriageway on Design, Build, Finance, Operate and Transfer 
(DBFOT) basis; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 8 A of the 
National Highways Act, 1956 (48 of 1956), read with the National Highways Fee 
(Determination of Rates and Collection) Rules, 2008, and in supersession of the 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Shipping, Road 
Transport and Highways (Department of Road Transport and Highways) number 
S.O. 646 (E), dated the 3rd May, 2005 and S. O. 129 (E), dated the 1st February, 
2006 except as respects things done or omitted to be done before such 
supersession, the Central Government, hereby notifies that there shall be levied 
and collected fees on category of mechanical vehicles specified in column (2) of the 
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following Table, for the use of said section at the base rate specified in column (3) 

thereof, and authorizes the said Concessionaire to collect and retain the fee 
subject to and in accordance with the said rules and the provisions of the said 
Concession Agreement on and from the date of commercial operation or 
publication of this notification in the Official Gazette, whichever is later, till the

4. Upon request from any person for issue of 50 (fifty) or more one way tickets, 
the Concessionaire shall issue such tickets valid for a period of one month, at a 
discounted rate equivalent to two - third of the fee payable for that category of 
vehicles. 

5. The revision of fee shall not be effected until a period of six months has 
elapsed from the date of commercial operation.

(i) “actual fee” means the fees actually charged from the road users of

(ii) “date of commercial operation” means the date on which commercial 
operation of the said section begins after satisfying all conditions 
precedent in accordance with the said agreement; 

(iii) “termination date” means the date on which the agreement entered 
into between the Authority and the Concessionaire expires pursuant 
to the provisions of the said agreement or is terminated by 
termination notice; 

(iv) words and expressions used in this notification and not defined but 
defined in the agreement entered into between the Authority and the 
Concessionaire in respect of the said section shall have the same 
meaning as assigned to them respectively in the said agreement.
